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From returns made bj order of the Legislature, in 1836, there 
^Rrere in this State 234 woollen mills or factories. 

The value of the raw material manufactored in 1835, was 
51,450,825. 

The valne of cloths manafactnred, was jf2,433,192. 

The quantity of eoods manufactured in said year, was 6,626,058 
yards, including Cloths, Cassimeres, Satinets, and Flannels. 

During the same year, there was manufactured in families, 
2,183,951 yards of fulled cloth, and 2,790,009 yards flannels ; 
both of which are estimated to cost, including labor, etc., 
J2.029,984. 

It will be perceived there are but few manufacturing estab- 
lishments compared with the population. There are compar- 
aiirely but few of the mills wnich run more than one set of 
machinery, and many not more than four or five looms each. 

We estimate them to average one and a half sets to the mill, 
making 351 sets in the State. Assuming this to be the fact, — 
and it cannot vary materially, — it requires about five millions 
pounds of wool to supply them, basing the consumption per set 
at fifteen thousand pounds per annum ; and this estimate is 
deemed ample, as many of the mills are small, and do not run 
all the time. We then allow three and a half millions pounds 
manufactured in families. There then remains about seven and 
a half millions pounds for export, which has usually gone to the 
Eastern manufacturers. 

The town of Hosick contains 37,807 sheep, — the greatest 
number of any one town in the State, and generally of fine quality. 
Dutchess Connty has 234,294, — the largest number of any one 
County, and probably of better quali^, taken all together, than 
any other County.

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It is not deemed amiss here to remark, relative to the accu- 
racy of the foregoing statements, that one of the compilers has 
visited remote sections, to obtain the most accurate information 
practicable on the subject, and upwards of two thousand circu- 
lars have been addressed to tlie various towns and States, to 
persons holding generally official stations, that gave them facil- 
ities for procuring a correct knowledge of the facts solicited. 
There are several towns from which we did not receive returns 
from parties whom we believed had the best means of informa- 
tion. In these instances, such omissions have been supplied 
from the next best authentic sources. In a few other instances, 
where it has been ascertained the interests here represented have 
been very small, the returns are filled in blank. In two or three 
instances, the returns are those made by the Selectmen of the 
several towns to the legislature of their respective States. The 
results are therefore submitted with great confidence in their 
accuracy. 

One of the compilers of this work has been engaged, for a 
series of years past, in the purchase of wool for various manu- 
facturing establishments in Massachusetfs'and vicinity. Pur- 
chases have been made in the States of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, and New York. For the past ten years, bis purchases 
amount to about fifteen hundred thousand pounds. In the suc- 
ceeding table will be found the average pnce paid in each year 
from 1827 to 1836 inclusive. Although the amount of purchase 
is inconsiderable, yet it is deemed a vei^ fair test by which to 
estimate the general valae of the staple, in each year during the 
period, and will be taken as a rate by which to estimate the 
value of the wool produced in the various States herein enumer- 
ated. It should be named, that the quantity bought in the three 
first years was smaller than that of those succeeding. 

The price paid in 1827 averaged 36 cents per lb.

The mean average for the entire purchase is a fraction over 
60^ cents per lb. A sufficient miaranty to the farmer, if any 
were needed, that the raising of sheep, with dae attention to 
the grade, washing, and manner of putting up the fleeces, is a 
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•urely pro6table buiiness. The manufacturing interest in thi« 
country has undoubtedly, during the period above named, expe- 
rienced as much depression, and again been as successrul, as is 
to be anticipated ror any period to come. This interest has 
}iow become so prominent in the country, and so evidently on 
the increase, as to forbid the course pursued by wool growers 
heretofore, in years when they have received merely saving, or 
perhaps losing prices for their staple, viz. the slaughtering of 
their flocks. On the contrary, they should be increased and 
improved ; and succeeding years will yield ample indemnifica- 
tion in prices to be commanded. 

The following table shows the quantity of wool produced in 
each State, estimated at 3i pounds per head of sheep. Also, 
the value of the same, computed at tne average price paid from 
1827 to 1836, as the quality of the wool bought each year was 
similar.

From the result of the comparison of the production and con- 
sumption of wools in this country, it is evident, that when the 
manufactories are in full operation, there is barely sufficient 
Wool produced to answer the demand.

Yet, to the wool grower, the evidence is strong, that the pros- 
ecution and gradual extension of his business, will be attended 
with satisfactory results. The machinery in operation is grad- 
ually, but constantly, on the increase, to meet the wants of oar 
growing population. The grower^ therefore, may be assured

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of being met in his increase, with a price for bis produce from 
the manufacturer, that their mutual interests, and the state of 
the country will allow. 

In the annexed communications, from gentlemen well known 
for their great experience in the growth of wool, and the mode 
of treatment of sheep, will be found many practical hints, which 
will be duly appreciated by those interested in the subject.

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COMMUNICATION FROM WILLIAM JARVIS, ESQ. 



Wkathersfield, January 13, 1837. 

gentlemen) 

Feeling the importance as I do, of a correct and 
well-arran^d statistical account of the woollen manufacto- 
ries of the principal manufacturing States, and of the wool- 
growing business, which are ali-essential to each other, I 
should have sooner replied to your letter of the 8th ult. had 
my health and various avocations before permitted. 

As the Merino breed of sheep have been the stock from 
which the raw materiail of all the finer woollen manufac- 
tures of modern Europe and the United States has been 
derived, 1 will give you a succinct historical sketch of tiii« 
animal. It was known in Spain in the time of Columella, 
a writer on agriculture in the reign of Augustus Cssar. 
But whether indigenous in that kingdom or imported into 
it at an earlier period, is not certainly known ; but the lat- 
ter is the most probable, from their name ** Marino," which 
is the Spanish spelling, and which means beyond sea. The 
Merino sheep of Spain are of two classes, the trashuman- 
tes or travelling sheep, and estantes or stationary sheep. 
The trashumantes are esteemed the best, and undoubtedly 
are so, because more pains are taken with them, and more 
attention is given to the keeping of the blood pure. All the 
large and celebrated flocks are of this class ; and they are 
generally called in Spain trashumantes to distinguish them 
from the estantes; and the best of the trashumantes are 
denominated Leonesa, to distinguish them again from the 
Segovian and Sorian, which are alsd travelling sheep, but 
not quite so good as the Leonesa. The question may b^ 
asked, why exe they called travelling sheep ? The an!-«-" 
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ii, that they are driven to the flat, level country in October^ 
to be pastured until April, and in April they are driven in-* 
to the hilly apd mountainous districts to be pastured until 
October. The Lieonesa are pastured in the plains of SpaiH 
ish Estreniadura from October to April, and for the rest of 
the year are driven to the mountains of Leon and the two 
Castiles ; those plains being subjected to an almost unvary 
ing drought from the Ist of May to the 20th September ; 
but are refreshed with abundant rains from the latter time 
until the last of April, during which period the thermome- 
ter is seldom below 4(P above zero of Fahrenheit. So high- 
ly did the Spaniards value this breed of sheep, that they 
were prohibited by law from exportation under penalty of 
transportation to the mines, or confinement to the galleys 
for life. The first Merinos which it is known were al- 
lowed to be exported from Spain were two hundred ewes 
and one hundred bucks to Saxony, in 1765. This watf a 
special favor granted by the king of Spain to the elector. 
Afler thirteen years' trial, it was found that the Merino had 
not deteriorated in Saxony, and that the native stock of the 
country had been greatly improved by crossing; and ia 
1778 the elector agam applied to the king for license to ob- 
tain the same number, which was granted. Those 400 
ewes and two hundred bucks were uie source' of all the 
improvement which has since taken place in the flocks of 
that country) the native race being of a coarse inferior 
quality. So soon as the Merinos readied Saxony, they 
were made an object of governmental attention. A board 
of scientific agriculturists was appointed to draw up rule» 
and directions for their raana^ment, and to disseminate the 
breed throughout the electoral dominions. Woollen manu- 
factures were likewise encouraged, and the good effects of 
this wise policy soon became obvious in the increased wealth 
of the country, and the amelioration of the condition of all 
classes of society. When the Merino was first introduced 
into Saxony, that Electorate and all the rest of Germany 
were dependent upon England and France for a supply of 
a considerable part of 3ieir woollen goods; but at thi» 
time. Saxony, as well as several of the other states of Ger- 
many, who nave introduced the Merino, manufacture all 
the woollens that are necessary for their con8un>ption. In- 
addition to which, Saxony now exports a considerable 
amount of woollen goods, annually ; and she and the rest 
of Germany an immense amount in wool. The next Meri- 
I not which were allowed to be taken out of Spain were tot 
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fthe king cxf France in 1786, which were placed on tlie 
royal estate of Rambooillet. The next year the king of 
England obtained a royal order to take oat thirty. The fireC 
I that were sent to this country was in 18()3, by Chancellor 
I Livingston, of New York, then minister to France, who 
I obtained a back and two ewes from the Ramboaillet ttock ; 
f and the same year the Hon. David Humphreys, who had 
I been minister to Spain, got out two hundred through Por- 
1 togal, which were sent to Connecticut, and placed on his 
I farm near New Haven. The value of this useful animal 
was then not appreciated in the United States ', and those 
two importations remained unnoticed and almost unknown, 
antil the embargo in lti07, and the non-intercourse of the 
two subsequent years, cut off our accustomed supply of 
woollen goods from England, and began to call the attention 
of reHecting men to the necessity of rendering ourselves 
independent of foreign nations for the supply of those aU- 
essential articles of human comfort,'by the establishilkent of 
I woollen manufactures among ourselves. When the second 
I irruption of the French armies into Spain, in the wii^ter of 
I 1809, drove the Spanish Junta from Madrid to Badajos, the 
Ljunta was without money and without resources, as they 
durst not levy any taxes on the Estremadurans, lest they 
should disgust that province, and the people should declare 

Iin favor of the French. No alternative was therefore left 
them, other than to sell the four flocks of Merinos which 
had been confiscated with the other property of four gran- 
dees, who had joined France, with license to transport them 
out of Spain. Those flocks were the Paular, which had 
belonged to the celebrated Prince of Peace, the Negretti, 
which had belonged to the Conde Campo de Alange, the 
Agueirres (the wool of which was known in England as the 
Muros, this flock having been the property of the Moors 
before their expulsion from Spaing, which had belonged to 
the Conde de Agueirres, and the Montarco, which had be- 
longed to the Conde of that name. Those flocks were then 
in the vicinity of Badajos ; and when confiscated, the two 
former numbered about twenty-five thousand each, and the 
two latter about twenty thousand each ; but they had been 
reduced by being unceremoniously slaughtered for the use 
of the armies, to about seven thousand five hundred Pau- 
lars, six thousand Negretti, four thousand Montaroos, and 
three thousand Agueirres. Four thousand of the Paular 
flock was sent to the kin^ of England in compliance with 
the application of his minister, and General Dawnie and * 
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purchased the remainder. Sir Charles Stewart, the British 
minister, purchased the Negretti flock, of which I selected 
a small part, and the remainder he sent to England. I also 
purchased about one thousand three hundred Agueirres, and 
selected about two hundred from the Montarcos. I like- 
wise purchased in Spain two hundred of the Escurial flock 
from the Mayoral; which were the only Escurials which 
were ever sent to this country. I shipped in 1809 and. 
J1810 about three thousand eight hundred and fidy to this 
country of ^he aforementioned flocks, being all which 1 
purchased in Spain, and which we^re distributed as follows; 
about one thousand five hundred to New York, — one thou- 
sand to Boston and Newburyport, including three hundred 
and fifty which I sent tQ be reserved for me ; the remainder 
were sent to Philadelphia, Baltimore, Alexandria, Norfolk, 
and Richmond, and a small number to Wiscasset, Portland, 
and Portsmouth, as I was disposed to distribute those valua- 
ble animals to every State which would be likely to profit 
by the acquisition. Thoise I reserved for myself were com- 
posed of about half Paulars, a quarter A?ueirres, and the 
other fourth of Escurials, Negrettis, and Montarcos, which 
I subsequently mixed together. There were sent in the 
latter year (1810) by others, about two thousand five hun- 
dred, composed of Paulars, had of General Dawnie, Mon- 
tarcos, Agueirres, and Guadaloupes. Part of those went 
to New York, p^rt to Boston. All those sheep were Leo- 
nesa, trashumantes, and were of the prime flocks of 
Spain. 

I have been able to be thus minute in relation to the Me- 
rinos imported in 1809 and 1810, as I was then American 
Consul at Lisbon, which was the port from which they 
were all shipped, it being only about one hundred miles to 
Badajos, and the nearest seaport to that place ; but I can- 
not answer your question regarding the importation of Sax- 
ony sheep, so accurately. JVly impression, nowever, is, that 
Mr. James Shepherd of Northampton, is entitled to the 
merit of the first importation of this branch of tlie Merino 
breed. I think in 1823 he imported two or three bucks, 
and recommended the importation of this breed to others. 
Some were also imported m 1824, and in 1825 and 1826, the 
Messrs. Searles of Boston imported three or four cargoes, 
and some others were also imported into Boston, and like- 
wise some into New York, perhaps in all to the number of 
twelve or fifteen hundred. I never have been able to as- 
certain from what flocks the first Merinos carried into Sax- 
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ony from Spain were taken, nor do I believe it in known 
here out of what Saxony flocks those which were import' 
ed were purchased. At the sales at Brighton, the only point 
attended to was the fineness of the wool, without any in- 
quiries being made as to the purity of the blood, or any 
remarks being made about it by the venders. With the ex- 
ception of the Royal or Electoral flock and the flocks of a 
few of the nobility that obtaitied some of the original im- 
portation from Spain, who, I have understood, have kept 
them pure for stock flocks, I have some doubts whether 
much attention has been paid in Saxony to the pedigree of 
their sheep. It is certain that in the importations I have 
seen, there was a far greater difference in the quality of the 
wool than in any Spanish flocks that have come under my 
observation. I have found a very perceptible difference in 
sheep of the same ear mark, and a very striking one in 
those of different ear marks. Out of a hundred Spanish 
Merinos five may be selected that are a shade better than 
the rest, and five that are somewhat inferior; the other 
ninety will be so nearly alike as to the quality of the wool, 
as to leave but little other choice than what arises from 
shape and size. A question will very naturally arise here, 
how it happens that the Spanish Merinos should be so much 
better built and stronger, and yield a fleece one third heavier 
than does the Saxony, when the latter is derived from the 
same stock. This is a question of difficult solution. The 
best reasons that I can assign for it are, that all the feebler 
sheep in Spain sink under the fatigue of travelling from the 
winter to the summer pastures, and vice versd ; mat owing 
to this mode of management, the shepherds of Spain feel the 
particular necessity of paying attention to the strength of 
the male as well as the fineness ,of his wool ; and as every 
attentive breeder must have observed that the most healthy 
and vigorous sheep carry the heaviest fleeces, the Spaniard 
in selecting for strength has also secured heavier fleeces. 
From the mildness of the climate of dpain, too, the Span- 
iard is enabled to keep his sheep in the open air the year 
round, which may also have contributed to give them a bet- 
ter constitution. 

The climate of Saxony and the neighbouring states of 
Germany where those sheep are bred, is not dissimilar to 
the northerly part of the State of New York, and the south- 
erly part of New England, in which shelter is necessary to 
defend sheep against the pelting storms in winter. The 
Saxons, too, carry this system m housing far beyond us 
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they are not only very careful to haye warm shelters in the 
winter, but most of their breeders build sheds in iheir pas* 
, tures, into which their sheep are drove during the stormy 
weather of spring, summer, and autumn, being only let out 
a short time to feed in the fore and aflernoon while the 
storm lasts. This treatment alone would enfeeble the con- 
stitution of those animals. Owing to the very low price of 
labor in Germany too, their 6ocks are constantly attended 
by shepherds, whose watchful care makes it of less conse- 
quence to have vigorous lambs and healthy offspring, than 
it is in Spain, particularly as in Saxony the sheep are not 
pastured at a great distance from the wmter establishments. 
For those reasons the Saxon breeders have not found it so 
necessary to pay as much attention to the strength of the 
sheep as in Spain, and it is probable, therefore, that the 
principal object with them in the selection of both the male 
and female, has been the fineness of the fleece without any 
great regard to the animal's constitution. But whatever 
may be the cause, it is certain that the Saxony Wool is some- 
what finer than the Spanish. This fact partly answers your 
question, whether the wool of the imported sheep nave 
deteriorated in this country. Twenty-five years' experience 
satisfies me that 4he wool of the Spanigh. Merino has rather 
improved. About six years ago, I compared my Meiino 
wool with fifteen or twenty samples of the Paular nock that 
had been sent me from Spain, where I purchased ; and 
eight or ten judges who examined the two, gave a decided 

5 reference to that taken from the backs of my sheep. Mr. 
ames Shepherd, when he carried on the Factory at North- 
ampton, and who purchased my Merino wool for several 
years, told me, that the superfine broadcloths made from my 
wool, handled sofler than did those from the best imported 
Spanish wool he could purchase. Where the Merino has 
been bred with attention and care, the wool has not dete- 
riorated in any other country beside England, and the 
deterioration there has unquestionably been owing to the 
uncommon humidity of that climate. 

You next inquire, what is my particular mode of manage- 
ment. I at an early day became satisfied, that if the Meri- 
no could not thrive under a similar management to that 
which our good farmers afforded to the native breeds, they 
would never become popular in this country. I there- 
fore adopted a management similar to theirs, and happily 
found that they throve under it beyond my most sanguine 
expectations. Attached to my bams I have sheds connect- 
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ed with large yards ; ia those yard» I place my racke, and 
carry out the hay and put into them morning^ and evening 
for their food ; at noon I give them a gill or a half pint of 
oats a head in troughs ; if a half pint of oats ia given a 
little less hay is fed out, if a gill a little more ; about two 
pounds of ^ood hay with a half pint of oats per head per 
diem, will keep them in good case, or about two pounds and 
a half of hay with a gill of oats. When I have an abund- 
ance of hay, I give no oats, but feed out about three pounds 
of hay per day, at three times, morning, noon, and night, 
although I think it makes but little difierence whether this 
quantity is fed out three times a day or twice, for it must 
be remarked, that when sheep are in pasture they rarely feed 
from ten till three or four o'clock in the afternoon. I leave 
the doors of my sheds open, and let the sheep go in and out 
when they please. My sheds are occasionally strawed to. 
prevent their becoming very filthy, and there is no waste in 
so doing, as all the best of the straw the sheep will eat be- 
fore laying upon it. 

J am careful to have water both in my yards and pastures, 
as I think water essential to their health as well as thrift. 
If the hay was well salted when put into the mow, no salt 
will be necessary ; if not, they will require salting weekly. 
My rule is, to take them up in the fall when the grass ceases 
to be nutritious, owing to severe frosts, which is ordinarily 
about the 25th November, and never let them go out of 
their yards until I turn them to pasture ih the spnng, which 
is commonly about the 25th April to the 5th of May, ac- 
cording as the grass is more or less advanced. Some atten* 
tion ought to be paid to the ewes in the lambing season, and 
in cold easterly storms, or in heavy rains they ought to be 
housed at night, when the lambs are young. During the 
rest of the season no attention is given to them except what 
is necessary in shearing, and to salt them once a week and 
see that the fences are up. It is better to salt them in long 
narrow troughs than on the ground, as they waste less, and 
all get an equal share. Six by six slit work, dug out trian- 
gularly with an adze, makes the best troughs for salting. I 
ought to have mentioned above, that if corn is given, only 
half the quantity is required that it does of oats, but I think 
oats are better for sheep. Between the 1st and 10th of May 
I think the best season for lambing. 

My remedy for foot-rot is, three parts of blue vitriol, and 
one part verdigris, pulverized as fine as Indian meal, then 
pour in sharp vinegar made as hot as water with whi« 
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commonly scald hogs, not boiling, and pour in as much yiit- 
e^r as will make it of the consistence of thick milk, stir- 
ring it briskly all the while ; clean the hoof with a knife, 
and put on the mixture with a small paint brush, taking 
care that it comes in contact with the inflamed part ', it is 
also better to put it on the sound hoofs of the affected sheep 
as a preventive. Stronff tobacco liquor is the best cure 
for the scab, immersing the sheep all over except the head, 
and scrubbing the part well that is affected. This remedy 
does best directly after shearing, but will answer any time 
during the summer or fall months ; for lambs, the liquor 
must be much weaker. For bloating, the best remedy is a 
great spoonful of castor oil, mixed with a tea-spoonml of 
pulverized rhubarb, and about a gill of hot water, which, 
may be put down the sheep's throat with a great spoon.

I had the honor to receive your note of the 14th 
Febraarj last, requeating information on the subject of fine 
sheep and wool. I feel that it requires a more experienced 
and skilful hand in these matters than myself to treat up- 
on a subipct of so ^reat importance, and to do it that jus- 
tice whicn it demands. I will however endeavour to give 
you an outline of the history of the Saxon Mermos, meir 
introduction from Spain into Saxony, and subsequently into 
the United States, with a few remarks on sheep husbandry. 

In the year 1764, the Elector of $axony obtained, by 
special negotiation through his ambassador, a grant from 
the king of Spain, for the purchase of one hundred ewes 
and one hundred rams, and a few surplus ones to keep that 
number good in case any should die during the passage. 
Accordingly one hundred and nineteen ewes and one hun- 
dred and ten rams were selected, principally from the Escu- 
rial flocks, the king's private property, under the care and 
management of the monks belonging to the monastery of 
that n^me, and which were considered the finest sheep in 
the kingdom. They were shipped at Cadiz, in the month 
of May, 1765, accompanied by two Spaniards to take care 
of them. Five rams and three ewes died on the passagfe , 
the remainder arrived safely at the Elector's private Do- 
main at Stolpen. The Spanish shepherds remained with, and 
took care of the flock till the middle of the following year, 
when they took their departure for Spain. During the 
time. however they remained in Saxony, they instructed 
S&zon shepherds in the care and management of sheep. 

In ord^r the better to make this valuable acquisition hen- 
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efit the country as much m possible, the Elector appointed 
a commiNion, to superintend and direct the general con- 
cerns of 'the sheep establishment, whose particular duty it ^ 
was made, to spread all the information they could obtain 
on the care and management of sheep before the public, 
and who were especially instructed to dispose of the young 
rams at low prices, in order to induce the sheep owners to 
improve their flocks. The tenants of the government do- 
mains were particularly favored, by giving uiem the prefer* 
ence in the purchase (which is kept up till this day), while 
every possible care was taken to indace farmers generally 
to improve their breed of sheep throughout the Electorate. 
It was further required of the said commission to make a 
detailed report to the government, annually, on the condi- 
tion of the sheep establishment, and at the same time to 
submit a list of the persons who had received sheep from 
the national flock. 

During the first years these valuable animals found many 
oppouenljs, and the improvement of the Spanish crop was 
very slow, mainly on account of the common prejudice of 
the farmers which was heightened when the scab broke out 
among them, but afler wards they became convinced of 
their value, and the improvement was more rapid. But as 
most of the flocks in Spain are more or less affected by the 
scab, those transported to Saxony had to undergo the same 
ordeal. This of course, heightened the prejudice of many 
against them, who pronounced them as entirely unfit for 
the country, their meat not eatieible, or at best, of a misera- 
ble description ; a notion, however, which soon exploded. 
The scab, nowever, caused great ravages among them be- 
fore they were entirely cured of this disease. 

When the commissioners had exercised their {Unctions 
ten years, the call for young rams was so great, — and in 
order the more rapidly to improve the breed of the country, 
— that they resolved to petition the government to make 
another importation of ewes and rams from Spain, for which 
puroose the Elector obtained another grant from the king 
of Spain for three hundred rams and ewes. At the end of 
the year 1777, a gentleman by the name of Vaigt, manager 
of Count Eiorsidel's farms, who was considered one of the 
best judges of sheep at that day in Saxony, was provided 
with the necessary credentials and sent on that mis^n. 
But, for some cause unknown, he selected only one hundred 
and ten two year old rams and ewes, and returned home with 
them. These were, however, of a very superior quality, se- 
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lected from the best flocks of Leon^JBscuri&l, Cava^on, Ne- 
gretti, Monta^co and Sorian, and exceeded greatly in beauty 
of form and quality of wool, the first importation. The cost 
of them was about forty rix dollars per head. 

With this acquisition, the commissioners then planted the 
Merino Tree on the fruitful soil of Lohmen and Rennera- 
dorf, from whence, in conjunction with Stolpen, many pure 
blood flocks derive their origin. And I owe it to truth 
to remark, that I have examined private flecks equal; if 
not superior, to the National flocks. 

It would lead me too far here, to detail the introduction 
of the Spanish and Saxony Merino, into other parts of 
Germany, Prussia, Austria, &c. Suflice it to say, that 
many districts rival Saxony ; Prussia, especially, fosters 
her flocks, not only by premiums, bestorwed through her 
agricultural societies, but by that enlightened protection 
to domestic industry-, which so truly characterizes that gov-, 
ernment. ^ 

It may perhaps be supposed, that as these kinds of sheep 
are greatly increasing in number, they would depreciate in 
value. This however is not the case; for the prices at 
which they have been selling for the last twenty, years, far 
exceed those of any period previous. So highly are they 
esteemed in Europe, that they have been transported to 
almost every corner where sheep can be raised to advan- 
tage ; — they have been transported to Russia, and some of 
her possessions in Asia,- to New South Wales, and n^y 
Leipsic correspondent informs me, that in October and 
November last (1836), six hundred rams and ewes were exr 
ported to Buenos Ay res; and but a few years since, old 
Spain, the mother country, from whence the fine sheep in 
Germany date their origin, has imported bucks from Saxo- 
ny for the improvement of her flocks. The exportation of 
wool is very great, tlie amount in .1835 to Great Britain 
alone, was 24,000,000 pounds, and considerable quantities 
are exported to the Netherlands, France, and America, sup- 
plying at the same time her own factories, which are not 
mconsiderable, and which turn out a fabric that exceeds, 
for durability, tiiat of England or any other country. It 
will be readily admitted that these sheep are a great source 
of wealth to Germany, and especially in those districts^ 
where they are raised to the greatest perfection and purity ; 
and probably will continue to be so, for a great many years 
to come. The demand for the pure race is great and con- 
stantly increasing, and I have been informed by my friends

in th»t country, that the supply has ?iot been equal to the 
demand for the last three yeara. 

A person not acquainted with the system of breedings 
sheep in Germany, may perhaps be led to doubt the vast 
difference that is made there in the price, between the pure 
race and those of the mixed, or cross-bred sheep, though 
pOBsessrnir many excellences Yet such is the case. My 
friends in Saxony write me, that two hundred and 'fifty rix 
dollars have been paid for individual rams within the last 
year, and I have known of much higher prices having been 
paid. Those of the mixed, or cross-bred race, are compara- 
tively low, and can be obtained at from three to fifteen rix 
dollars (the maximunV price) per head, according to quality 
and goodness, and among these are very oAen individuals 
possessing all the characteristic excellences of the pure race. 
¥e( they are not so valuable fur breeding. Here arises a ques- 
tion, wny the fine sheep are so much higher in Germany, 
than in this country.^ the answer is. that capital is so abund- 
ant and the rate of interest in that country so low, that it is 
more profitable for agricultufists to invest part of tlieir sur- 
plus capital in fine sheep than talet it out at simple interest 

1 have been thus particular in giving you an outline of 
the introduction of the Escurial Merino sheep into Ger- 
many, and the high estimation in which the now called 
Escnritd Saxony sheep are held in that and other countries, 
as many of our farmers have not a correct idea of the origin 
of the Saxony Merinos ; and as a fear has oflen been ex- 
pressed, that the growing of wool will soon be overdone 
and not be worthy the attention of farmers. To those, let 
nte answer, that fifty years ago similar fears were enter- 
tained in Germany, but that experience has prov«d them 
groundless ; and that, whenever that time arrives, it may 
fairly be presumed, that all other agricultural pursuits will 
be in a similar condition. 

I will now briefly notice the introduction of the Saxony 
Merino sheep into this country. The first importation of 
which I have any positive knowledge was made in 1824,* 
by Messrs. George and Thomas Searle, merchants, of Bos- 
ton, of which I had the care and management. They stood 
the fatigue of the voyage remarkably well ; there were only 
seventy-five ewes and rams, of which I owned a few myself. 
The whole cargo was sold by public auction in Brookline,

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near Boston, and were Bcattered in various parts of the 
country, but mostly in the New England States and the 
State of New York. The following year (1825) another 
importition of one hundred and eighty rams and ewes, and 
a few lambs, was made by the same gentlemen, in which I 
was concerned, and came oat also under my care and man- 
agement, and were likewise sold by public auction, in 
Brighton, near Boston. They sold however much higher 
than the first importation ; several rams brought as hign as 
four hundred dollars a head, and one sold at four hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

These prices were sufficient to excite the spirit of specu- 
lation, and consequently the year of 1826 witnessed the 
arrival of Saxony sheep, in Boston and New York, and 
other ports, to the number of two thousand five hundred, 
ewes, rams, and lambs. Many of these sheep were well 
descended and of pure race, but a great share, I am sorry 
to say, were not so. It is certain that many, — I mieht say 
some entire cargoes, — were imported and sold For the 
'^ pure Electoral Saxon 5Ae«^," that were only of cross 
breed, and some of them pis low as tliree quarter blood, or 
as a (ierman shepherd would say, " of the second generO' 
turn.** It is to be regretted, that the importation of the 
Saxony sheep became a speculation, for it not onl;^ retarded 
the improvement of sheep in this country, but it is a posi- 
tive injury to those who ma^ possess the pure race. The 
importations beinff large, prices declined greatly, and many 
importers suffered great losses. There were several cargoes 
which sold for about fifteen dollars per head, which was in- 
sufficient to cover the expense of transportation. 

The different voyages to this country, and travelling in 
the interior, satisfied me, that the Northern and Middle 
States, as far as I examined the soil and climate, were ex- 
ceedingly well calculated ft>r tlie production of fine wool, 
and would, in time, become decidedly wool-growing States. 
Upon which I made up my mind to settle in this countrv. 
and bein? fully satisfied that the raising of fine wool would 
be a profitable business for farmers to pursue, I determined 
to make an importation for the purpose of breeding firom 
them, and establish myself as a wool-grower. For this pur- 
pose, I embarked at New York in the fall of 1826 for my 
native country, and spent the winter following to select my 
flock. I landed with them in New York in the month of 
June, 1827. It consisted of sixty yearling ewes, twenty- 
five rams and twenty lambs, and I drove them into the see- 
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tion of country where I now reside. In 1828 I imported 
an addition of forty vearlinar ewes, twenty rams, and ten 
lambs, to my flock, which, adcled to the importation of 1827, 
made one hundred ewes, forty-five rams, and thirty lambs. 
With this number 1 laid the foundation of my Electoral 
Saxon flock, which I have maintained in ,all their purity, 
and visibly improved them. Their descendants not only 
are as fine as the original stock, but they yield more wool, 
and are larger and better shaped sheep. The whole numl^r 
of Saxony sheep imported amount to about three thousand. 

It has frequently been asked, " Whether as fine wool can 
be grown in this country as in Saxony ? " Of this I do 
not entertain a doubt. Ten years' experience has fully sat- 
isfied me on this point. In some respects this country pos- 
sesses natural advantages over Germany, and with the same 
care and management, we can grow as fine wool here as 
there. There, pasture lands in many sections are superior. 
Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, &c., afford, by nature, a healthier her- 
bage, though not so much, as the best sheep-districts in 
Germany; for instance, Saxony. There, in wet seasons, 
many flocks are subject to the roty a calamity which is al- 
most a stranger to our flocks, and need never occur if prop- 
er precaution is taken. This is an import£^nt consideration 
in our sheep husbandry, and after there shall have been 
generally introduced the German mode of sheep husbandry, 
as far as applicable to the condition and situation of our 
country, we shall be able fully to compete with them. 

It is an important consideration to keep sheep in a thriv- 
ing condition the whole year round. First, it improves 
the quahty of the wool ; secondly, it increases the quantity ; 
thirdly, less sheep are liable to die ; fourthly, the increase 
of lambs will be greater. Wool from sheep thus kept, pos- 
sesses more elasticity, strength, and the felting properties, 
than if kept poor, and consequently makes a stronger and 
more durable cloth. To keep sheep too^ fat depreciates the 
quality though it increases the quantity ; but to keep sheep 
too poor injures the quality and diminishes the quantity ; 
besides which, it is injurious to the constitution, and if kept 
so for a number of years in succession, will run them down 
into a diminutive little animal. Extremes should be avoid- 
ed. Many of our wool-growers keep their sheep part of 
the year in a fleshy condition, which generally is in sum- 
mer, and during the other part let them grow poor. This 
coarie of treatment is very injurious to Doth animals and 
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wool. When shorn, such wool appears of a better quality 
than it actnally is, and deceiyes those who are not judges 
of theVrlicle. There are, in fact, two different qualities in 
the same staple (in the length of it) ; the growth during the 
first part is coarser than during the latter, and though it ap- 
pears finer, vet it is not so fttronff, but is feeble and makes 
an uneven ifabric. If sheep are kept too poor they produce 
a wool, poverty stricken, and though it appears very fine 
and of superior c|uaUty, yet it is deceptive, and the quality 
is not so good as if the same sheep had been kept in good and 
thriving condition ; it is deficient in elasticity, strength, and 
the felting properties, and is feeble ; the cloth itself, made 
from such wool, is feeble, and frequently tears before it is 
finished. Wool from diseased sheep is poorer still : the 
quality is greatly injured, is subject to waste in the process 
of manufacturing, and never makes a perfect fabnc, but 
makes a feeble cloth, which easilv tears. Wool from sheep 
that have died is likewise injured, for it seems to become in 
a measure lifeless. Cloth made from such wool is said to 
be much more subject to the depredations of the moth, than 
cloth made from live wool, shorn from healthy sbeej». This 
article is well understood in Germany, the manufacturers 
pay but two-third prices for such wool. The- discrimination 
in the selection of their wool is, probably, the reason why the 
German cloths are so much stronger and more durable than 
the English or American cloths. 

I repeat, therefore, that it is very important to keep sheep 
in good and thriving condition the whole year round. And 
in order to do this, they should have sufficient food to fill 
themselves twice a day. In this country this is done on 
pasture and hay. In Grermany the keeping of sheep is 
based upon the same grounds, but it varies in many respects. 
I will mention a few of the leading features. 

The Germans keep their sheep under comfortable shelter 
during the winter. By this means they do not require in 
the first place, so much provender; secondly, the tip .ends 
of the wool do not get weather-beaten, which is an injury; 
thirdly, a great quantity of manure is saved. They hurdle 
their sheep during summer for the purpose of manuring the 
land, which makes it more productive.. They raise Targe 
quantities of roots, such as ruta baga, potatoes, manffel 
wurtzel, carrots, round turnips, &c., to feed out during the 
winter. Combined with straw, it is considered an econom- 
ical mode of wintering sheep. They enrich their land, 
moreover, by this course of management, which enables 
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them to keep still more sheep and cattle, and raise more 
grain. Many farmers in that country keep their sheep from 
nine to ten months of the year in the yard ; some only part 
of their flock, and others their whole flock. For this pur- 
pose, they sow red and white clover, lucerne, and fisparrette, 
which is mowed and fed to them in racks, three times a day, 
and in wet weather a fodderin^r of straw. It follows, as a 
matter of course, that the stables and yards are well littered 
with straw every day. It is considered that an acre, thus 
managed, will maintain double the number of sheep, or 
battle, than it would to turn them out to pick for themselves. 
By this course of management they are enabled to keep 
lar^ numbers of sheep, without mfringing much upon 
their ffrain-growing, and are enabled to come in competition 
with me wool-growers of other countries. As there are no 
fences in that country, the sheep are attended by shepherds. 
One shepherd with his dog will manage from five hundred 
to eight hundred in the summer, all in one flock. 

The mode of keeping sheep during the summer season 
is, however, not altogether practicable in this country, for 
the reason that peasitufe lands are cheap and labor too high. 
Yet there are some particular locations, where^ on a small 
scale, it might be introduced to great profit. But the Grerman 
mode of keeping them during the winter, is a subject worthy 
the imitation of our farmers, and is altogether practicable^. 

I calculate upon two pounds of good hay per head jjer 
day, for my Electoral Saxon sheep, or an equivalent in 
grain, roots, or straw. This will keep them well. I oflener 
undergo than overrun that quantity. If I give them grain 
or roots, I deduct from the hay in proportion to the quantity 
of grain. My breeding ewes I leed part of the time on 
roots, and straw, and hay, at the rate of three bushels of 
potatoes per hundred per day ; about a month before lamb- 
ing time I increase this quantity, and during lambing, from 
four to four and a half bushels per day are g[iven. When 
through that period, I gradually decrease until I turn them 
to grass. Sheep thus kept, hardly ever scour in the spring 
of the year. I raise from eighty-five to ninety lambs from 
an hundred ewes, on an average. Sometimes a lamb from 
every ewe that yeans one. 

I have comfortable shelter provided for all my sheep, with 
a cellar attached to it, for the purpose of storing n^ts. Feed 
altogether out of racks, with troughs attached to them, for 
the purpose of feeding short provender, and to catch the 
leaves that may erumblc off, and the hay the sheep may 
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pull through. Eight tons of hay fed to sheep in this man- 
ner is of as much benefit to them as ten tons fed in the 
open field from a stack. 

My lambs are yeaned the latter part of April and tJie 
fore part of May. At four months of age I wean them, 
and put them in the best pasture I have, and put the ewes in 
the shortest feed for a shQrt time, in order to dry up their 
milk. I have never had any sheep's udder injured in this 
manner; but if they are turned into fresh feed, a large 
quantity of milk is produced, which is very painful fo the 
ewe, and frequently injures the udder. 

I think it of importance that, sheep should have free ac- 
cess to water every day, but especially during the foddering 
season. 

Sheep are subject to various diseases, the most formida- 
ble of which, are the rot, scab, and foot-rot. Time and space 
will not permit me to treat upon them to-day, but I may 
perhaps give my views on this subject at some future time.
